From our study we realize that many programs are In the process 
of transition, renewal and some are In the preliminary stages of 
development. We also know that there are other programs to be listed. 
Therefore, this will limit the directory's usefulness as a 
comprehensive reference of Chlcano Studlea programs of the Sotthwest. 
However, the Directory should serve aa a helpful cross reference or 
guide for students and faculty of the campuses covered.
